STOWING AWAY ON 
ADMIRAL BOAT. 


A Japanese boy was to-day 
turned over by the Magistrate ta ~ 
the attention of the Japanese 
Consul with a view to sending 
him back to Japan from whence 
he hed made his departure by 
stowing away on one of the 
boats operated ‘by the Admiral 
Line. The boy. was handed 
over to the Police on the ship's ~* 
arrival in Hongkong, and at the 
Magistracy to-day he told Mr, N. 
L. Smith that at Yokohama he 
went on board the vessel at the © 
request ofa mess room boy who ~ 
sought his assistance. 

The charge was framed as being 
on board the ship. without per- 
mission -when- she f 
the waters of the Colony, 
and in explaining why this charge, 
instead of that of stowing away, 
was brought, Inspector Davitt. 
stated that the ship had left, and 
if the boy pleaded not guilty to 
stowing away, the case would 
have to be remanded until the 
arrival again in the Colony of th: 
boat. ; 

The decision of the Magistrate, 
after he heard the facts, was to 
remand the case until Tuesday, . 
pending the Consul’s decision in 
the matter of sending the-boy 
back to Japan. .

UNIVERSAL SUFFRAGE 


INTERESTING DEBATE IN 
JAPAN, 


The 22nd regular. monthly, 
meeting of the Osaka English. 
Speaking Society, which was held 
at the Osaka Central Public Hall 
on the evening of the 10th instant, 


‘proved a great success. The com-

pany present participated masten= 
thusiastically in the debate on the 
question: “Should Japan adopt 
the universal-suffrage system?” 
The meeting was presided over by 
Mr. J. P. Suzuki, Mr. P. L. 
Sniith, the President of the 
Society, being absent. 

By way of formally presesting 
the subject under discussion, Mfr. 
Suzuki stated that Universal 
Suffrage is a loose term as it is 
variously interprited by its 
exponents, but in the, generally 
accepted sense of the phrase it 
means the political right oract« f 
voting granted to all male citizens 
who are of age and are not 
incapacitated in any way. whether 
mentally or morally, for its proper 
exercise. After giving 
definition, he said: “Ic seems to 
me that during the last few 
months much intensity has 
been added to, the move- 
ment in support of the 
immediate adoption of the un- 
iversal suffrage system 
country. ‘Many public meetings 
and demonstrations have lately 
been held not only in-Tokyo, but 
also here in the Kwansai district, 
for the purpose of arousing public 
opinion in favour of the adoption 
of the system. It is not perhaps 
too “much to say ‘that public 
attention is now focussed on the 
question.” He cceneiuded his re- 
marks by asking the members 
present to discuss the matter 
conscientiously, as it is certainly 
one of the many Knotty problems 
arixing indirectly outoftheGreat 
War. 

Mr. F. Makiura advocated tha: 
the suffrage ‘should be extended 
to all Japanese subjects—high 
and low, rich and poor, but not 
immediately, as most of the 
Japanese people are still back. 
ward in their political ideas, 

Mrs. T. Furuya, who spoke 
next, denounced the injustice of 
excluding, women from participat- 
ing in political affairs, saying 
that the suffrage should not be 
allowed to be monopolised by 
those who psy a certain amount 
of direct national taxes, because 
these people represent only a 
very .small portion “of the 
Japanese population. In her 
opinion,- women are not. neces- 
sarily inferior to men, and they 
should. therefore. .be. treated on 
the same footing of equaltiy as 
men. She said that the women 
of Japan should protest against 
the 
them even to 
meetings. 


attend political 
“It is certainly a 


say, “that Japan, who is proud 
of calling herself. the leader of 


great Powers of the world, does 
not adopt the universal suffrage 
system, when all the other civilis- 
ed nations of the world have 
already dune so.’ 'She did not 


‘of the Houce of Represent- 
i atives, who, according to what she 
said, are puppets in the hands of 
the rich, saying that they are 
opposed to the adoption of the 
universal suffrage system for fear 
| of losing their constituents, should 
the universal suffrage system be 
adopted. In conclusion, she ex- 
pressed the hope that the general 
‘public would awaken to. the call 
‘of the times and make every 
' possible effort in order that the 
‘system might be adopted without 
‘any unnecessary Joss of time. 
{| MrT. Yoshioka followed. He 
said that it would be a useless 
‘occupation of time to discuss the 
‘ advisability or otherwise of adopt- 
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ing the system since Japan has 
already passed the stage of dis- 
cussing that point. “How ‘to 
earty it out.” he said, “is the 
question of the hour.” 


’ The next speaker was Mr. 
Katsujiro Suzusi. He attacked 
the Governmentfor what he called 
the “squeezing method” employed 
in taking every cent. out of the 
pockets of the lower classes. He 
graphically depicte1 the miseries 
of the poor, and insisted upon the 
immediate adoption of the 
‘universal suffrage _ system 
as to protect the intefests of the 
poor. - 


Mr. S. Furuy, who followed 
next, spoke briefly and to the 
point. He opposed the immediate 
adoption of the system, on the 
ground that the majority of the 
Japanese people are not sufficient- 
ly advanced in’-their political 
ideas to justify it. . 


Mr. W. Sukigara, Mr. T. 
Tanaka and many others: also 
spoke, all advocating the im- 
mediate adoption of the system. 


In summing up, the Chairman 
called the attention, of the mem- 
bers present to the evils resulting 
from the immediate adoption of 
the universal suffrage system, as 
the majority of the people are still 
backward in their political ideas. 
He said that no teacher would 
turn a student loose in a chemical 
laboratory without an adequate 
undertsanding of the equipment 
che is to use and a clear conception 
of what he is trying to do. even 
under his supervision. “It is 
just as necessary,” he said, “that 
the peopla should heave a 
clear conception of what 
politics is before the system is 
adopted.” 


As regards the question of Wo- 
man Suffrage, he said that being 
a good wife and mothcr-is more 
desirable ina woman than emin- 
ence in the. profession “of law, 


medicine, education, or any other; 


interests, outside the home. 


It was found that those who 
voted for the affirmative were less 
in number than those “on the 
negative side.

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HIGH-SPEED PHOTOGRAPHY. 


59.207 PICTURES A SECOND. 
T: was recently reported from 
Paris that an invention had been- 
parfected whare 50,009 pictures 
could be taken ina second, 

The invention was discussed 
with Mr.S. J. Cox. who is the 
joint foventor with Mr. H. Work- 
man, of the Cinephrome {Ltd.) 
Camera. Mr. Cox pointed out 
that the achievement was really 
a -development of an | ap- 
paratus invented by M. Lucien 
Bull, of Paris, in .1904. He 
did not doubt the statement that 
30,000 photographs could’ be 
taken in a’ second, but for 
practical purposes the invention 
had very important limitations. 
There were two methods of taking 
high-speed photographs. Under 
the spark system the film was 
moving continuously and the 
illuminating point. was inter- 
mittent, while the reverse was 
the case in connection with 
the method. under which 
they had been working in London. 
for the film moved intermittently 
and the light was continuous, 
enabling about 239 phetographs 
to be taken in a seeond. <A dis- 
advantage of the spark method 
was that the photographs were 
limited to a very small surface, 
such as a fly crossing 2 four or 
six inch circla, because the only 
source of illumination was from 
an electric spark thrown through 
a .condenser, the object photo- 
graphed .being between. the 
condenser and the camera. 

Another important dissdvan-

LIQUOR ON U.S. SHIPS. 

“Washington, February 15.— 
Congressmen Sabath of Illinois 
introduced a resolution in the 
House, providing that the former 
German liners shall not be sold, 
uniess authorisation is given the 
secretary of the treasury and the 
chairman ofthe Shipping Board 
to adopt tules for the selling of 
liquor on board and United States 
ships outside the three mile zone. 
It is claimed that United States | 
shipping board's vessels can not 
compete for passenger traffic with 
privately owned steamers which 
sell liquor outside the three mile 
zone, 

OPIUM ON LOONGSANG. 

Another attempt to use the 
mails to land opiumin Manila was 
discovered recently by the Manila 
customs alithorities.

man in Iloilo. The package bears ! 
the postmark of. Hongkong as the 
place from where the forbidden | 
drug was sent.

opium, worth about P10,000. The 
dope was immediately, confiscated 
and will be turned over tothe co!- 
lector of internal revenue to whom 
all confiscated opium coming to 
the islands through the mails is 
entrusted.

Thre¢ arrests for arms smug- 
gling were effected br the Police 
on the 5.s..Nile during the search 
which followed the arrival of the 
steamer, The first case called 
before the Magistrate concerned 
aChinese who was charged with 
being in possession of 100 rounds 
of ammunition, The defence pre- 
sented by Mr. BL. Turner stated 

that the charge was a mistake. 
The Chinese. who had been a 
long-termed resident in the 
United States, had 13 packages, 
all of | which bore _ the 
words “Cheung Kwong, Tung 
Tak Cheong.” These 
through a mistake, were ac- 
cidentally put together in a heap 
with a box contsining raisins, in 
which the arms were jfound con- 
cealec. ‘This box did not belong 
to him. and further, it did not 
bear the words which was in- 
cribed on the man’s‘own luggage. 
A lukong gave evidence of 
his diseovery of the box 
on the Nile yesterday. It was. 
placed together with the man’s 
other pieces of luggage. When 
‘the request was made that the 
rope which secured the box be 
opencd, it was readily acceded to, 


the Chinese producing a knife: 


with which he cut the rope. 
This. the prosecution contended, 
pointed to the suspicion that he 
owned the box. Mr. Turner 
argued that sufficient evidence 
had, been produced tu show that 
the defendant's luggage had got 
mixed up with another -pass- 
enger's, and that his readinoss in 
cutting the rope was influenced 


by a desire to assist the police in} 


the execution of their duty. The 
defendant was discharged and the 
arms and ammunition were con- 
fiscated. . ’ 
Another Chinese, who had lived 
inthe States for over 20. years. 
was fined $250. That he was fully 


cognizant of the offence, was evi-! 


denced by the fact that the re- 
volver, with the possesion of 
which he was charged, was found 
strapped to his leg by a brace. 

A muzzle-loading pistol of an 


antiquated pattern was brought! 


here. by 
told the Magistrate that he had 
been in America for over 30 
years. A fine of $50 was imbosed. 

A further big haul. of 
ammunition was effected on the 
Nile yesterday, Four thousand 
rounds of revolver ammunition 
‘were unearthed in the erew's 
quarters. There were no claim- 
ants and no arrests were made. 

The Sui Tai, before her de- 
parture “for Macao yesterday 
afternoon, was als searched, 
with the result thet a, Mauser 
pistol and 160 rounds of am- 
munition were brought in by the 
searchers. 


WORLD HOUSING PROBLEM. 


‘a The Inter-Allied Housing and 
Town Planning Congress, to be 
held in London next June, will be 
attended by delegates appointed 
by the Governments of Allied 
countries and of neutral coun- 
tries, such as Spain, Norway, 
Sweden, Denmark, Holland, Swit- 
zerland, andthe Republics ofSouth 
America.

He has.not got his certificate of 


THE FRENCH ARMY, 


PROBABLE RE-ENACTMENT 
OF TWO. YEARS’ SERVICE. 


Increased attention is being 
paid in Paris to the question of 
what will be the duration of com- 
pulsory military service in the 
near future. . While there igs 
general agreement, that, for the 
present at any rrte, the abolition 
of conscription is absolutely 
unthinkable, there is also an 
extremely large body of opinion 
in favour of the reduction of 
setvice with the colours from 
three years to two, while many 
people, including not a few 
military men. whose opinion is 
worthy of respect, are inclined to 
favour the proposal that the 
‘conscript’s firstentry into military 
life should be limited to a single 
year. The £vliar, the organ of 
Mf. Briand, publishes an article 
in which it asserts that the 
Government departments con- 
cerned are now actually working 
out’ details of proposals which 
the Government intends to lay 
before Government shortly for 
the reduction of the period of 
military service to two years. 
The proposals appear.to be based 
mainly on three factors, first, the 
necessity of maintaining a 
sufficient strength ts meat possible 
aggression from Germany: 
secondly, the fact that nothing 
ryetis fixed as to the amount of 
ilitary aid that France can rely | 
upon receiving from, her Allies inj 
the event of renewed German 
aggression; and, -thirdly, that 
the whole nation dosires a reduc- 
tion ‘in the .present term of 
service. 


GOVERNMENT'S PLAN, 


Ih view of these facts the Gov- 
lernment will set forth, the Eclair 
lassefts, that the only concession 
‘that can at present he made to 
poblic opinion’ will be the redue- 
tion of the term,of service to two 
years. The weakened 1915 class. 
itis stated, will be replaced by 
ithe 1920 class, which will im- 
iprove. the existing . military’ 
{situation of the country. In 
ifature is is proposed that every 
able bodied. citizen. after two 
years’ [service with the colours, 
shall be attached to-the active 
Army reserve for twelve years, 
[then to the territorial army for] 
saven years, and finally pass into 
the territorial reserve for seven 
years. Eighty days’ leave, it is 
suggested, shall be given to men 
serving their first year in the! 
army. ° , : 

An official communique issued | 
(states in reference to the Evrlusr 
article that no forma] proposals 
on these lines has yet been drawn 
up by the General Staff. From 
inquiries made in well-informed 
circles here, coupled, with the 
fact thaé the official communique 
referred to is so carefully worded 
as to amount to considerably less 
than a denial of the Ectair state- 
ments, there is a good ground to 
believe that the article 
just summarised presents a fairly 
accurate reflection of the pro- 
posal that Government have 
under consideration. 


ENGLISH PREPAREDNESS, . 


Whether this is so or nét, it 
would be as well for English 
readérs to bear in mind that there 
is a firm belief among a large 
section of the public here that 
Fronce in the immediate future, 
as in the immediate past, will be 
able confidently to rely not only 
on England's naval power, but also 
unvher military forces as an in- 
surance against 2 recrudescence 
of German aggression. To this 
end, although very little mention 
of the idea appears in the Press, 
there is rather more than a ten- 
dency here to insist that it will be 
impossible for England to bring 
compulsory military service to an 
end during the early -part ‘of the 
next year. Rightly er wrongly, 
to put it in anutshell, the majority 
of Frenchmen expect England to 
continue the regime of conscript- 
ion, and look upon its maintenance 
as one of the essential safeguards 


ELECTION POSSIBILITIES, 


THE ANTI-BOLSHEVIE 
-.” SLOGAN. 


Mr. Robert Smillie addressed a 
great meeting at 
recently inthe course of the 
campaign for mines nationalisa- 
tion. 

Mr. Smillie said that he per- 
Sonally considered that the claim 
of the nation should be for the 
land as well-as the coal. ‘It 
was said sometimes that he 
was bitter. He could remember 
cutting coal at the raté of ten- 
Pence aton. Hecut three tons.a 
day for five days a week. The 
Duke of Hamilton drew a royalty 
ofa shilling a ton and,an income 
of £140,000, which was more than 
was paid to all the hewers work- 
ing in his collieries. It was said 
that things had changed, but 
there were still royalty owners 
drawing almost as much as the 
Duke of Hamilton, and children 
were still hungry and bootless 
and women weeping over needs 
which the husband. could not 
supply. (Cheers). 

They demanded the elimination 
of the .private owner of minerals 
in order that the nation might 
work its mines intelligently. They 
Propdsed to act with, complete 
honesty, towards the present 
owners. They proposed to give 
5 per. cent bonds to 
colliery owners and pay them out 
over a  psriod of years, 
They believed that if that course 
were adopted and. the industry 
run by the nation, as it could be,. 
within thirty or forty years the 
nation would be able “to ‘pay off 
the whole of the debt it had in- 
curred by taking over the mines 
and mbt be a penny the worse off 
for it, 

They did not propose to hand 
over the mines to bureaucratic 
control], but to the management 
ofa joint body upon which all 
classes of mine workers would be 
represented. By that means he 
believed that the output could ba 
increased and the price cheapen- 
ed. 

ELIMINATING THE MIDDLEMAN, 

Tn addition’ to the mines, they 
proposed to nationalisa the means 
of distribution and to eliminate 
the middleman. so that the coal 
could be carried by the corporation 
from the pi: to the homes of 
the consumers. “All the forces 
of capitalism, are going to be 
arrayed against the miners and 
the trade unionist in this agit- 
ation of ours,” declared Mr. 
Smillie. “We recognise that the 
nationalisation of mines is only 
the first step, and we believe 
that all the essentials to the life 
cf the people should be owned by 


the people and worked in their} 


interests, 

“The question mey be the 
subject of 2‘ general election. 
The little Welsh wizard and: his 
friends may come to grief over 
coal, but if there is an election 
early. in the year it will not be 
fough: entirely on the question 
of nationalisation. “Mr. Lloyd 
George will not go ta the country 
with a plain issue of that 
kind. Nationalisation of the 
mines might be one of 
the subjects, but' the main cry 
will be not merely against nation- 


ativation but-agaisst Bolshevism.| . 


(Cheers.) We want to establish 
a better system of things by con- 
stitutional means if we get the 
opportunity, It can be done by 
intelligence and without. armed 
revolution if we use our votes 
tight. The miners have made up 
their minds, and are determined 
tbat they shall have some control 
in the working of the industry.”
